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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Examiner asserts that the proposed submitted amendment of independent claim 21 , in particular, the 
incorporation of dependent claim 22 and 29 into independent claim 21 is a new issue and requires further search and consideration. 

As per independent claim 43 applicant's argument such as the limitation recited as "wherein the illuminating of the object includes directing 
an illumination path coming laterally from the light source onto the object and wherein the acquiring of numerical data includes analyzing 
both a reflected portion and a transmitted portion using at least one of a spectroscopic analysis and a scattered-light- spectroscopic 
analysis" is not disclosed by the reference/s on the record is not persuasive. 

This is because such limitation as it shown on former dependent claim 29 is already addressed by the previous final office action. Please 
see page 19 of the previous final office action. The secondary reference/s on the record, Einighammer on figure 1-3 and 7; paragraph 0004, 
0008, 0011-0012 and abstract discloses the above argued features. 
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
